This correspondence is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated 
March 8, 2017 (tracking number 853216) wherein you requested the following: 

1. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and individuals 
nominated, or anticipated to be nominated, by President Trump for Senate-confirmed 
positions in the federal government, including communications with attorneys or agents 
acting on behalf of such nominees or prospective nominees, as well as members of the 
Trump administration, the Trump transition team, or the Trump campaign about such 
nominees or prospective nominees. 

2. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and individuals 
appointed, or anticipated to be appointed, by President Trump for positions in the 
Executive Office of the President in the White House, including communications with 
attorneys and agents acting on behalf of such appointees or prospective appointees as 
well as members of the Trump administration, the Trump transition team, or the Trump 
campaign about such appointees or prospective appointees. 

On March 2, 2018, your request was forwarded to the U.S. Department of Labor from the Office 
of Government Ethics in the form of a FOIA referral and was assigned to the Office of the 
Solicitor (SOL), Office of Legal Counsel. 

SOL has completed a search and review process and has enclosed 117 pages of responsive 
records pertinent to your request. It is important to note that the redactions contained within the 
responsive documents were made by the Office of Government Ethics and the documents were 
previously forwarded to you by that agency under a separate cover. This letter and production 
constitute a final response on behalf of the Office of the Solicitor. 

Under 29 C.F.R. § 70.40(c)(4), charges assessed for all other requesters for the production of 
records are limited to search costs and reproduction costs with no fee for the first 100 pages. 
However, for this request, we determined that the cost of collecting and processing a fee would 
exceed the amount of the fee, therefore there are no charges associated with this request.

While we do not consider this to be a denial of your request, you may file an appeal of this 
decision with the Solicitor of Labor within 90 days from the date of this letter. The appeal must 
state in writing the grounds for the appeal, and it may include any supporting statements or 
arguments, but such statements are not required. In order to facilitate processing of the appeal, 
please include your mailing address and daytime telephone number, as well as a copy of the 
initial request and copy of this letter. The envelope and appeal letter should be clearly marked 
“Freedom of Information Act Appeal.” Any amendment to the appeal must be made in writing 
and received prior to a decision. The appeal should be addressed to the Solicitor of Labor, 
Division of Management and Administrative Legal Services, U.S. Department of Labor, 200 
Constitution Avenue, NW, Room N2420, Washington, DC 20210. Appeals may also be 
submitted by email to foiaappeai@dol.gov .

The purpose of this letter is to describe the steps that I will take to avoid any actual or 
apparent conflict of interest in the event that I am confirmed for the position of Secretary of 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 

As required by 18 U.S.C. § 208(a), I will not participate personally and substantially 
in any particular matter in which I know that I have a financial interest directly and 
predictably affected by the matter, or in which f know that a person whose interests are 
imputed to me has a financial interest directly and predictably affected by the matter, unless 
I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)( 1), or qualify for a regulatory 
exemption, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(2). 1 understand that the interests of the following 
persons are imputed to me: any spouse or minor child of mine; any general partner of a 
partnership in which I am a limited or general partner; any organization in which I serve as 
officer, director, trustee, general partner or employee; and any person or organization with 
which I am negotiating or have an arrangement concerning prospective employment. 

Upon confirmation, I will resign from my positions with CKE Restaurants Holdings, 
Inc. (‘CKE Restaurant”). CKE Restaurant is controlled by CKE Holdings, L.P. (“CKE LP”). 

I have a partnership interest in CKE LP, in the form of Class A Units and vested and 
unvested Class B Units. Except for these units, 1 do not have any stocks, securities, or other 
equity interests in CKE Restaurant, CKE LP, or any of their affiliates, subsidiaries, or parent 
entities. I do not have any deferred compensation, and I will not receive any severance 
payment or partnership distribution. Before I assume the duties of the position of Secretary, 

I will receive my 2016 bonus. I will forfeit this bonus if I do not receive it before 1 assume 
the duties of the position of Secretary. Before I assume the duties of the position of Secretary, 
I will also receive outstanding relocation benefits owed to reimburse me for moving to 
Tennessee in 2016, including costs associated with the sale of my house that was finalized 
in 2017.1 will forfeit any portion of these relocation benefits that I have not received as of 
the date I assume the duties of the position of Secretary. 

Upon resignation, I will forfeit my unvested Class B Units. CKE LP and one of its 
subsidiaries, CKE Holding Corporation, Inc. (“CKE CORP”), will purchase my Class A 
Units and my vested Class B Units. To accomplish this purchase, CKE LP will issue me an 
amount of CKE CORP stock estimated to be equal in value to my Class A Units and 
vested Class B Units, based on an internal valuation of the company as of December 31, 
2016. CKE CORP will then purchase this CKE CORP stock from me. I will receive full 
payment from CKE CORP for the purchase of this stock before 1 assume the duties of the

position of Secretary, or I will forfeit any portion of the payment that I have not received and 
any stock that I continue to hold as of the date I assume the duties of the position of 
Secretary. 

During my appointment as Secretary, 1 will not participate personally and 
substantially in any particular matter in which I know CKE Restaurant or CKE Holdings, 
is a party or represents a party, unless: (a) during the first two years of my appointment, 

I first receive a written waiver pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.503(c); or, thereafter, (b) I am 
first authorized to participate, pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(d). Consistent with 
5 C.F.R. § 2635.102(k), this recusal also applies to any entity that owns a 50% or greater 
interest in CKE Restaurant or CKE Holdings, as well as to any entity in which either 
CKE Restaurant or CKE Holdings has a 50% or greater ownership interest. During my 
initial ethics briefing, pursuant to 5 C.F.R, § 2638.305,1 will provide you with a list of all 
such entities. 

In January 2017,1 resigned from my positions with the International Franchise 
Association and the American Enterprise Institute. For a period of one year after my 
resignation from each of these entities, I will not participate personally and substantially 
in any particular matter involving specific parties in which I know that entity is a party or 
represents a party, unless I am first authorized to participate, pursuant to 5 C.F.R. 

§ 2635.502(d). 

I will divest my interests in the entities identified in Attachment A within 90 days 
of my confirmation and the entities identified in Attachment B within 180 days of my 
confirmation. The reason for extending the timeframe to 180 days for the entities- 
identified in Attachment B is that they are illiquid investment funds and it may take 
longer to divest them. I am, however, committed to divesting all of these entities as 
promptly as is reasonably practicable, and I may not need the entire 90-day or 180-day 
period to complete all divestitures. As to the entities subject to the 180-day deadline, you 
have advised me that you may be willing to consider a brief extension of up to 60 days 
for a subset of these entities, provided that I demonstrate that I have made substantial 
progress toward completing the divestiture of all of these entities by the end of the 180- 
day time period. With regard to each of these entities, I will not participate personally and 
substantially in any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable 
effect on the financial interests of the entity—or, in the case of an investment fund, the 
entity or any of its underlying assets—until I have divested it, unless I first obtain a 
written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(2). Preexisting confidentiality agreements 
as to some of the entities identified in Attachment B limit the release of information 
regarding their underlying assets; however, during my initial ethics briefing, pursuant to 
5 C.F.R. § 2638.305,1 will work with you to develop an effective recusal mechanism for 
particular matters affecting any of these investment funds or any underlying asset. 

I understand that I may be eligible to request a Certificate of Divestiture for 
qualifying assets and that a Certificate of Divestiture is effective only if obtained prior to 
divestiture. Regardless of whether I receive a Certificate of Divestiture, I will ensure that 
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all divestitures discussed in this agreement occur -within the agreed upon timeframes and 
that all proceeds are invested in non-conflicting assets. 

If I have a managed account or otherwise use the services of an investment 
professional during my appointment, I will ensure that the account manager or 
investment professional obtains my prior approval on a casc-by-case basis for the 
purchase of any assets other than cash, cash equivalents, investment funds that qualify for 
the exemption at 5 C.F.R- § 2640.201(a), obligations of the United States, or municipal 
bonds. 


I will meet in person with you during the first week of my service in the position 
of Secretary in order to complete the initial ethics briefing required under 5 C.F.R. 

§ 2638,305. Within 90 days of my confirmation, I will also document my compliance 
with this ethics agreement by notifying you in writing when I have completed the steps 
described in this ethics agreement 

I understand that as an appointee I will be required to sign the Ethics Pledge 
(Exec. Order no. 13770) and that I will be bound by the requirements and restrictions 
therein in addition to the commitments I have made in this ethics agreement. 

I have been advised that this ethics agreement will be posted publicly, consistent 
with 5 U.S.C. § 552, on the website of the U.S. Office of Government Ethics with ethics 
agreements of other Presidential nominees who file public financial disclosure reports.

Relocation 

This Relocation Benefits Guide outlines the services and benefits made available to you to help facilitate your move. We recognize 
that relocating can be a stressful process so we have engaged HomeServices Relocation and their family of companies to provide 
you with a program of relocation support to reduce normal move disruptions and enable you to get settled in your new residence and 
job as quickly as possible.

Eligibility

Expense Reimbursement 

CKE provides reimbursement for most of your relocation expenses. Approved relocation expenses will be covered and directly 
reimbursed or paid on your behalf by HomeServices. 

Your HomeServices Relocation Consultant will send you a discreet user name and password so that you may submit your expenses 
online via HomeServices 5 web portal (receipts are required for all reimbursements).

Lease Cancellation 

(Tax Assistance)

Thank you for your inquiry. However, pursuant to the governing agreements of the Solamere 
sponsored funds and other investment vehicles in which you are an investor (the “Solamere Funds”), 
we respectfully decline your request to provide you with confidential information regarding the assets 
of the Solamere Funds (the “Confidential Information”). The Confidential Information you have 
requested is proprietary to Solamere and the Solamere Funds and not known to our competitors or 
publicly available. Having knowledge about the Solamere Funds’ assets would give our competitors an 
indication of our willingness and ability to invest in an investment or sell an existing investment at 'a 
given price and other terms. If a Solamere Fund desires to sell an investment to another person, 
knowledge of the Confidential Information could give the purchaser an unfair advantage in negotiating 
a sale price for such investment.

With regard to each of these entities, I will not participate personally and 
substantially in any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable 
effect on the financial interests of the entity—or, in the case of an investment fund, the 
entity or any of its underlying assets—until I have divested it, unless I first obtain a 
written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(2). Preexisting confidentiality agreements 
as to some of the entities identified in Attachment B limit the release of information 
regarding their underlying assets; however, during my initial ethics briefing, pursuant to 
5 C.F.R. § 2638.305,1 will work with you to develop an effective recusal mechanism for 
particular matters affecting any of these investment funds or any underlying asset. 
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I understand that I may be eligible to request a Certificate of Divestiture for 
qualifying assets and that a Certificate of Divestiture is effective only if obtained prior to 
divestiture. Regardless of whether I receive a Certificate of Divestiture, I will ensure that 
all divestitures discussed in this agreement occur within the agreed upon timeframes and 
that all proceeds are invested in non-conflicting assets. 

If I have a managed account or otherwise use the services of an investment 
professional during my appointment, I will ensure that the account manager or 
investment professional obtains my prior approval on a case-by-case basis for the 
purchase of any assets other than cash, cash equivalents, investment funds that qualify for 
the exemption at 5 C.F.R. § 2640.201(a), obligations of the United States, or municipal 
bonds. 


I will meet in person with you during the first week of my service in the position 
of Secretary in order to complete the initial ethics briefing required under 5 C.F.R. 

§ 2638.305. Within 90 days of my confirmation, I will also document my compliance 
with this ethics agreement by notifying you in writing when I have completed the steps 
described in this ethics agreement. 

I understand that as an appointee I will be required to sign the Ethics Pledge 
(Exec. Order no. 13770) and that I will be bound by the requirements and restrictions 
therein in addition to the commitments I have made in this ethics agreement. 

I have been advised that this ethics agreement will be posted publicly, consistent 
with 5 U.S.C. § 552, on the website of the U.S. Office of Government Ethics with ethics 
agreements of other Presidential nominees who file public financial disclosure reports.
